Features of the Patrol System to Keep 
Roads In Good Condition. 
The new state highway commission 
has announced that it expects to adopt 
the patrol system for the maintenance 
of the state and county highways here­ 
tofore improved by state aid.

j force of some I Hi) patrolmen, each with 
a horse and cart and each assigned to 
; look after the repair of ten miles of

T i l l s system Involves an ex-

dition Improved highways In Massa- 
I chusetts and in certain foreign coun­ 
tries. and under the system the roads 
are kept in ‘■m b a state of efficiency 
that mu* ti in the way of expensive re­ 
pair work is avoided.

FLORIDA SAWDUST ROADS. 


Southern Expert Finds It Cheaper and 
Best Material to Use. 
They are making roads of sawdust 
mixed with earth on a new plan in 
Leon county. Flu. Two ridges of earth 
are thrown up with a road machine at 
the required width from each other. 
and the space between is filled with a 
six inch bed of sawdust. This is fol­ 
lowed with a smaller machine, which 
plows up and mixes the earth with the 
sawdust. 
This makes a roadbed on 
which the tires of the heaviest loaded 
vehicles make no impression. 
The 
contra* tor. <* IL Averltt. has kept an 
accurate account of expenses in con­ 
nection with this Heotion of sawdust 
and earth road and says the cost ag 
gregates 1297 a mile, showing It to bo 
about the cheapest road material in 
use 
It may be suggested that sawdust is 
not a durable material, but the Florida 
True Democrat meets this objection 
with the statement that one or two 
such roads were constructed In a south 
Georgia county twenty years ago and 
are still in good condition, showing its 
durability 
As is well known. Leon 
county soil is clayey.

Oil For Country Roads. 
A most Interesting exj»eriment Is be­ 
tag conducted in central Illinois neat 
Springfield.

While oil roads are no 
novelty In many parts of the United 
States, they are not known on the 
heavy black soil of central Illinois. 
The top soil of the road Is being mixed 
with an asphalt oil to the depth of six 
inches. 
In many parts of the Sucker 
State stone roads are out of the ques 
tion. 
Without the material near at 
hand the great prairie states cannot 
expect to have stone pikes, as do some 
of the eastern states. Good roads must 
be secured by drainage, special care 
and possibly by the use of oil. This j 
experiment will lie watched with a 
great deal of Interest.

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HC cheapest gains on farm ani­ 
mals are made with green 
feed. 
Flans should be made 
to have a plentiful supply on 
hand at all times. There will be the 
dover meadows, of course, which will 
Is? used principally for hay. Occasion­ 
ally there will be a luxuriant growth 
of fall feed on them which eau be 
used for pasture to advantage. 
This 
second grow th clover is eiq>ecia]ly val­ 
uable for milk cows, calves and hogs. 


Psrmansnt Pastures. 
Pastures should be rotated where 
ixttssible. 
Where a four year rotation 
Is practiced one-fourth of the cultivat­ 
ed laud will be iu grass each year. 
This will generally be more than is 
u cod cd for hay. in which case part of 
it eau be used for pasture. 
In addi­ 
tion to this, there is usually some land 
on every farm that is too wet or too 
rough to be used for anything but per­ 
manent pasture. 
In too many cases 
tiles** permanent pasture* are weedy 
and unproductive. A floes of sheep or 
goats will do much to get rid of the 
weeds. If there are any thistles they 
should be cut while in bloom and a 
handful of salt put on the roots. 
Where an area of land lias been very 
severely overgrazed in the past it will 
lie absolutely necessary that It be very 
carefully pastured for the first two or 
three years. 
The native grasses and 
forage plants must have a chance to 
regain their former vigor aud to go to 
seed. 
A very large number of stock­ 
men advocate resting the land—that Is. 
keeping nil stock off for a period of 
three or four years 
That this remedy 
wili bring al>out the desired results 
has !>e*»ii definitely proved in numer­ 
ous instances. 
To increase the productivity it will 
lie necessary to thicken the staud and 
loosen the soil. The yield of pastures 
can often be doubled by ruuuLug a 
disk over them iu the spring. This is 
especially true if a few pounds of 
grass seed to the acre are used at the 
same time. 
There is n o t h i n g better 
than alsike clover for the wet sjs>ts. 
l i e d top is als** good in such places, al­ 
though it is not liked well enough by 
the stuck to warrant its us** where 
better grasses will grow. 
A lsik e clover (Trifolium hybridum* 
Lh a jtereiiuial clover whose apparance 
suggests a hybrid between red aud 
white clovers, but it is not a hybrid. 
It will thrive on soil too wet for red 
clover, but on ordinary soil is proba­ 
bly not to be ho highly recommended. 
It should bt* sow ti with grasses to give 
the l>est results. 
The standard pasture grass through­ 
out the corn belt Is blue grass 
For 
early spriug and late fall pasturage 
nothing can equal it. 
It is nutritious. 
the stock like it well. it is not easily 
injured by tramping, and it is a g«**d 
yielder. 
The chief objection to it is 
that it practically ceases growth dur 
fug the hot. dry days of midsummer. 
At this time it is necessary to supple 
uient the blue grass pasture with Some 
forage crop or have a fresh pasture 
to turn the stock into. 
Many stock 
men have several different pastures 
They stock one heavily, hi* that it will 
be eaten down clone in three or four 
weeks, then change the animals to a 
fresh one while the grass iu the first 
gets another start. In this way great­ 
er value eau be got out of a certain 
amount of pasture land. 
It is a good 
plan to allow part of the blue gras* 
laud to make a growth of six or eight 
Inches before winter. This makes ex 
cedent winter pasture for both cattle 
and horses, and they will thrive and 
fatten on It. Horses will paw through 
several inches of snow to get to it. 
Although blue grass will thrive fairly 
well iu dry and unsheltered locations. 
it will do better where shaded mod 
erately. 
I’aature land partly covered 
with brush and short timber is a fa­ 
vorite place to secure a good stand. 
Orchard grass Is next to blue grass 
In lnifiortance as a pasture crop. It is 
hardly as nutritious nor is it liked as 
well by stock, but it makes a more 
rapid growth and continues to grow 
throughout the summer months. When 
sown in a mixture of other grasses. 
as It usually is, the stock are liable to 
eat the more palatable grasses first, 
leaving the orchard grass to grow up 
and become hard and woody. 
Where 
the plan of changing pastures is prac­ 
ticed there is little trouble from this 
source, as all the grass is eaten down 
quickly. 
A good mixture to sow on old pas 
lure before disking is eight pounds of 
blue grass, two pounds of orchard 
grass and two or three pounds of s« me 
kind of clover. Red clover Is good. but 
does not last long. In most regions 
where blue grass flourishes white clo 
ver will work without seeding in a 
few years. A mixture of alsike and 
redtop scattered around the wet sjH>tf» 
will complete the renovation of the 
pasture. From this time on a g«>ed 
disking evory spring will keep th** pas 


Victoria (B. O.) fruit growers are

old conditions, and yet a lot of folks 
are doing this thing every day—selling 
acres whose output they know and 
can coant on for rosy prospects, but 
untried returns in the new country to 
which their wanderlust carries them. 


lure In good c o m , . . . 
Any thin s p o t s 
which a p p e a r can b.- onn-dod a t t h e 
same t i m e . A f e w trees scattered h e r e 
and t h e r e t h r o u g h o u t the pasture pro­ 
tect the stock f r o m heat and files. 
Summer Forage Crops. 
With the bent ut pasture, however, 
some additional green feed is neces­ 
sary, especially duriug the midsum 
mer months. 
At that time of year, 
when flies aud heat are worst, a slack­ 
ening iu the food supply means a loss 
in gain on young stock and in milk 
production from the cows. A well plan­ 
ned supply of forage crops at this time 
wili give larger returns for the land 
used thau almost anything else that 
can be grown. Forage crops can often 
be used to good advantage as catch 
crops where other crops have failed to 
grow or after something else has l*ecu 
harvested. 
Forage crops by keeping 
the land occupied with a rank growing 
crop help to keep weeds iii control. 
They also enable more stock to be kept 
on the farm than would be the case 
otherwise. 
One of the best forage crops is rape. 
It yields heavy crops of excellent feed. 
It is especially valuable for hogs and 
sheep. They make excellent gains on 
rape, particularly if a little grain is 
given in addition. 
Rape should la* 
sow u in the spring at the rate of about 
four pounds to the acre broadcasted 
or two and one-half pounds drilled. 
The seed bed should be well prepared. 
The greatest amount of feed per acre 
is obtained if the rape is cut and fell. 
A more economical way of handling it, 
as fur as labor is concerned, is to have 
small movable pens or a pasture divid­ 
ed Into small lots and change the stock 
frequently from one to the other, 
if 
left too long in one place they eat the 
ra|*e down so closely that it is killed 
or the growth seriously checke!. 
Sweet corn is a valuable forage for 
all classes of stock. 
A variety which 
stools considerably should be selected, 
and the planting should be thick, 
lf 
cut ami fed fresh every day it is great­ 
ly relished. 
It is especially good for 
milk cows, often doubling the yield. 
Sorghum aud Kattir corn are also 
used considerably as forage crops, es- 
I*ecially in the .southern states. About 
fifty or sixty pounds of seed to the

acre are used w hen sow n broadcast or 
half as much w hen drilled, it can In? 
sown with a grain drill by stopping up 
every other hole. 
The saccharine va­ 
rlet ies make the best feed. 
If all the 
sorghum is not used as green feed it 
can Im? cut ami shocked for winter use. 
It will have to be left in the field until 
needed for feeding, as it spoils when 
sta c k e d . 
A Good Forage Crop. 
Indian corn makes good forage if 
sown thickly enough. 
The largest 
planter plates should be used, together 
with the fastest drill attachment, as 
thick planting makes small and tender 
stalks. 
Corn which has well devel­ 
oped ears is often used as a combined 
grain aud forage crop for “hogging 
down.*’ The hogs are turned into the 
field in the fall and left until ready 
for market. 
A few shotes turned in 
later will clean up all the coni which 
the fat hogs have missed. Lambs get 
a great deal of feed out of the corn­ 
field in the fall, especially if rape has 
l»een sown at the last cultivation, and 
do little damage to the corn. 
Excellent fall feed can be obtained 
by sowing rape or a mixture of rape 
and clover with the small grain in the 
spring. 
If there is moisture enough 
in the ground after the grain crop is 
removed a splendid crop of fall forage 
will be available in three or four 
weeks. 
Often the fall feed is worth 
more than the grain. 
An excellent forage crop for pigs is 
Canada field peas. 
They should be 
sow’u in the spring at the rate of one- 
half bushel to the acre, together with 
two bushels of oats. 
If sown alone 
the rate of seeding should be two 
bushels to the acre. The bogs may be 
turned on when the peas are in the 
dough stage. 
In the southern parts 
of the United States cowpeas and soy 
beans m ay Im* used in the same way. 
Millet yields heavily and makes a 
good quality of hay. 
it is also used 
occasionally as a green feed. 
Millet 
is a dangerous feed for horses, but 
may be fed to other classes of stock 
with safety. 


Succulent Crops For Winter. 
While uot strictly forage crops, loot 
crops, pumpkins and squashes answer 
the same puns*se. Sugar beets, man­ 
gels and turnips yield heavily, but re­ 
quire considerable attention during 
the growing season. 
Carrots are es­ 
pecially good as a horse feed. Squashes 
yield as many tons of dry matter to 
the acre as roots, are just as g«K*d 
feed and are much more easily grown. 
Pumpkins can be grown In large quan­ 
tities in the cornfields with little ex­ 
tra IalK>r. 


It ha* been found as a result of ex­ 
periments and tests which have been 
lately made with a view to utilizing 
the scrub or Jersey piue that grows 
od abandoned farm and cut over lands 
in eastern states that the pulp of this 
species of pine is valuable for the man 
ufacture of bag. news and wrapping 
paper. 
This is good news and will 
help along the government's forest 
conservation policy by making possible 
the substitution of this for other more 
valuable conifer*.
